championship. Game time has been 
moved up to 7:30 p. m. at the 
Municipal Bowl. 

Sparked by Johnny Casey, lead- 
ing conference scorer, Pomona rode 
roughshod over Riverside’s defend- 
ing champions, but were held to a 
12-12 deadlock last week end. Two 
opportune field goals late in the 
contest saved the wavering champs 
from defeat by the supposedly 
“weak sisters” of the league. 

Casey, who has scored all touch- 
downs the Red Raiders have made 
in league matches, is the man the 
Don forward wall will have to 
watch.

Registrar Mabel G. Whiting de- 
cided recently that a list should be 
made of the instructors who have 
taught in Santa Ana Junior col- 
lege since it was founded 22 years 
ago. 

She says “although the college 
was founded over 20 years ago, a 
list of the instructors that have 
taught in the institution since its 
beginning has never been compiled. 
However, records of all students 
who have attended the college have 
been kept on file in the office.” 

This list reveals that at the time 
the college was founded in 1915, 
the faculty was composed of nine 
instructors. The college steadily in- 
creased its instructors until a max- 
imum number of 58 was reached in 
1931. However, this number was 
made up largely of part-time tea- 
chers. This makes this year’s total | 
of 40 full-time teachers with no 
part-time teachers the highest in 
the history of the institution. 

Of the present faculty list al- 
most half, or 19 members have been 
here a period of 10 years or more.

Wingbacks, tailbacks, halfbacks, 
fullbacks and just plain ,dime-a- 
dozen quarterbacks—all these and 
many more equally meaningless 
names have been applied to those 
football players who. make up the 
backfield and which are being term- 
ed such by sports commentators 
over radio hookups. 

If you have a halfback behind 
an end, or wing, as Coach ‘“Pop’’ 
Warner of Temple chooses to call 
that player who is situated on the 
outside of the tackle, you have a 
wingback. Provided this arrange- 
ment is changed and there is a half- 
back behind both wings, it is then 
called a double wingback. 

Quarter is Tailback 

Under these circumstances, the 
man who plays what is ordinarily 
thought of as the quarterback po- 
sition, becomes the tailback. Most 
of the plays originating. from the 
double wingback formation are re- 
verses, lateral passes, and double 
reverses. 

Plays from the single wingback 
usually revolve into off-tackle 
slants and forward passes. The tail- 
back almost without exception re- 
ceives the ball from the pivot man 
in all of these wingback forma- 
tions. 

Features Spectacular 

This type of play is used most 
extensively by teams which feature 
deception rather than power. The 
present trend in football is toward 


the spectacular type of play, for 
this reason wingbacks are being 
employed by many coaches. 


The Notre Dame and Jones sys- 
tems are used more commonly by 
teams which feature a powerful 
running attack, although this is not 
always the case. The Rockne sys- 
tem is known as the “T’”’ formation 
because of the way the backfield 
lines up when calling plays. The 
quarter calls signals behind the cen- 
ter with the two halfbacks and the 
fullback lined up in the backfield 
forming a “T”’. 

Box Formation 


The shift results in the box for- 
mation with the fullback always 
back with either the right or left 
half receiving the ball as the shift 
may be. The signal caller is always 
the blocker, taking the ball only on 
short trips through the line. 

The key man in the Rockne sys- 
tem is usually the left halfback 
with the right half and fullback al- 
ternating on line smashes and end 
runs. 

Key Man 


The Jones method, employed 
with variations by Coach Bill 
Cook, has as the key man the quar- 
terback with the fullback taking 
the ball through the lines on bucks. 
Halfbacks are expected to clear the 
way for the ball carrier, now and 
then taking passes when called up- 
on.

Armistice. What is it? Webster defines it as—‘‘a temporary cessation, 
by mutual agreement of hostilities; a truce.” 

To the veterans it meant victory, defeat, horror, homecoming, and 
hope. To the people at home it meant an end to the days of anxiety and 
of fear for those who had been sent into danger. , 


The day is remembered so vivid- 
ly that the depths of sorrow and 
suffering endured by the soldiers 
are forgotten. That in itself is dan- 
gerous for us. We must train our- 
selves to go back of that hilarious 
day to the horrors that preceeded 
it and onward to the counting of 
the price that we paid, are paying, 
and shall continue to pay for many 
years to come. 

One’s memories are revived by 
this excerpt from President Hard- 
ing’s speech on a pier at Hoboken 
when the first big cargo of bodies 
was landed in May, 1921:
